Mr. W^Ci'.-Uattlieivs, Sun's U&na- 
gerrWell Pleased With the Out- 
' look on the Coast. 



Eastern Financial Men Beiiig At- 
tracted by British Columbia's 
Great Mineral Wealth. 



Mr. W. C. Matthews, of Toronto, man- 
ftger of E. G, Dun & Co. for Ontario, 
Mnnitoba, the Northwest and British 
Columbia, who has come to the Coast 
on a visit of inspection, left last nigh': 
for the interior of the province. Mr. 
Matthews, while taking a eoiiaorvativo 
view of tho IniainesH outlook throughout 
Canada, seea a distinct iiiiproveinent 
inthe situation, especially in the AY est. 
It is three years since he was laBt in 
British bolumbia, ||^d daring the last 
few days he has T5eon busy inqiiiriiij,' 
i.tito tlie etate of trade, and considere 
that in Victoria the wholesalers especi- 
ally are doing a u'ood volume of bueitieas. 
British Columbia, lie says, is attractlnir 
very favorable notice umont: iiuaucial 
men in tlie East. 

Tho fact that such men as Mr. 
Gooderliam, of Toronto, and other pro- 
minent and wealthy Kasteru people, 
after a thorough examination of the 
[pining country, are ready to back their 
opinions by investing their money in 
developing British Columbia's mineral 
reaources, is considered by Mr. Mat- 
thews; the, tb^gt^^proof of what Eastern 
Canadians thmlt .of this province. The 
indications are, too, that .considerably 
more capital will continue to flow this 
way. 

Mr. Matthews was well pleased with 
the condition of things in Manitoba and 
the Northwest. The estimate is that 
the larmerH there will liavo at least 15,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat for export this 
season. He found in Wiiinipetr that 
pay men ts on loans were being met more 
promptly than ever before, and farmers 
with mortgages which had not yet 
matured were wanting to pay them up 
now instead of letting them run on. 
Tho signs of progress all through the 
West were highly Batiefactory. 

In Ontario the lumber industry was in 
an unsatisfactory condition, because it 
depended largely on the United Stales as 
a market, and the unsettled condition of 
affairs in tbe republic had had a bad 
effect, the lumbermen not being able to 
net rid of their stock. Further east, in 
Quebec, however, the lumber industry 
was better, (or there was a good deal of 
Bhip|)ing being done to Europe. 

The silver troubles in the States have 
had the etl'ect of bringing capital over to 
Canada for deposit in the banks. 
Pie knew several instances where 
Americana were making in(}uirieB with 
the view of bringing over very large 
sums of money for this purpose as a 
mutter of precaution in case Bryan was 
elected and free silver resulted. 

Mr. Matthews left last night for the 
Bound ami will go to the Kootenuy 
country by way of Spokane to see for 
hiiiiBelf the mines of southern British 
Columbia. The people of Eastern Cana- 
da were greatly interested in having a 
railway put through tbe Crow's Nest 
Pass, Mr. Matthews said, so as to give 
them a liotter opportunity of competing 
for tlu! tr.tde of the mining countrj', es- 
pecially ill mining machinery for which 
considerable money w;is now going to 
the States.

Many Christians' Were Killed and 
Wonndcid in the Becent 
Outbreaks. 



Tlio Sultan Agitated Because the 
Bmbassies Did Not Celebrate 
His Anniversary. 



London, Sept. 2. — A dispatch to tho 
Daily News from Berlin says that very 
serious news has been received there by 
way of Athens, to the effect that mas- 
sacres have been again commenced in 
several places in Asia iMinor, and that 
many Christians have been killed and 
wounded as a result of the^^e i ci ent out- 
breaks. 

CoNSTANTiNoi'LE, Sept. 2. — The Sultan 
was decidedly agitated when informed 
that tbe embassies of the powers would 
not be illuminated, as has been the cus- 
tom, in honor of the: Sultan's accession 
to the throne, which he ascended on 
August 31, 1870, upon the deposition of 
his elder brother, Murtul V^. His 
Majesty sent Tewfik Pasha to represent 
to the diU'erent ambaaaitdors that the 
omission would be likely to have a bad 
effect upon the Turkish troops. Tewfik 
was informed in reply that the Turkish 
government must take stops to prevent 
any such demonstration, for nothing less 
was hinted at upon the part of the min- 
ister of foreign afl'airs, and the latter was 
again reminded that the continuance of 
the disorder here or elsewhere would en- 
ilanger the integrity of the Turkish 
empire. 

This was the gist of the reply which 
Tewfik Paaha received at all the em- 
bassies, but the wording, which was 
glossed with a veneer of Oriental diplo- 
macy, was to the ellect that " after re- 
cent' events here the representatives of 
the [lowers have found it suitable to ob- 
serve mourning and, as illuminations 
signified rejoicing, such displays upon 
Monday would be out of place." 

The air is by no means clear, how- 
ever. The entire blame for the recent 
massacres is now placed by the repre- 
sentativea of the powers upon the Turk- 
ish government. There nrn rumors that 
the outbreaks here had their echo in the 
butcheries of Armenians in several 
places of AMa Minor. Consequently the 
return of the British fleet to Turkish 
waters cannot have anytliing but a salu- 
tary efTect, and Americans here are 
greatly pleased to hear that a squadron 
of United States warships has been de- 
tailed to protect Americun interests. 

It is well known in diplomatic circles 
that the Sultan and hia advisers were 
considerably taken back by the appar- 
ently complete accord which exists 
among the representatives of the powd- 
ers. In the meanwhile, however, busi- 
ness is being resumed in different quar- 
ters of the Turkish capital, except that 
the stores of Armenians and some of the 
stores owned by foreigners remained 
closed. 



The Presbyterian Convention Opens 
Its Annual Meeting in the 
First Church. 



Addresses of Welcome and Beply— 
Oflicers Chosen for the 
New Year. 



The second annual meeting of the 
Sunday School Convention under the 

direction of the British Columbia Synod 
of the Presbyt'Crian church opened last 
evening in the First Presbyturian church 
here, and was largely attended. The 
president, liev. J. A. Logan, occupied the 
chair and the choir of the church during 
the evening rendered excellent music. 
Mrs. Gregson sang with good effect "Tell 
Me the Old, Old Story," and Mr. Brown 
in his usual first class lorm, '' Out of the 
Ark."" .. . 

After devotional exercises Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, on belmlf of tlie city .'schools and 
their friends, gave an address of welcome. 
He said the convimtion rejoiced in the 
triple appellation of Christian, Protest- 
ant and Presbyterian. The people of 
Victoria opoiio<i to tbe delegates their 
hearts and hands and homes, and placed 
at their disposal bedrooms, parlors and 
dining rooms. It they could not surpass 
the hospitality Ehown by Vancouver, 
they would at least endeavor to rival it. 

Rev. E. D. McLaren gave the address 
of reply, thanking Victorians for their 
right royal Highland welcome, which 
the delegates highly appreciated. He 
dwelt on the noble work of the Sabbath 
pchnol {(Richer and spoke_ very encour- 
agiii'ily, showing that to ii great extent 
tho future of tbe church dejiended on 
the faithfulness with which the work 
was done. Ho referred to the homo re- 
ligious life, and maintained that tho 
Sabbath school was not to substitute but 
to supplement the training in the faub 
ily. 

Rev. J. A. Logan submitted a synop 
818 of the Synod's Sunday School report, 
and gave an exceedingly interesting 
commentary thereon, full of practical 
pointers. • . 

The following were elected officers for 
the ensuing year: President, Rov. J. A, 
Logan; first vice-president. Rev. J. S 
Gordon ; second vice-president, Mr. John 
Meston; third vico-prenident. Idisa Rob- 
erts; secretary, Mr. Matthew Mitchell;

Prospective Legal Controversies 
Over the Montgomery Town- 
site— The Apache Camp. 



Watuki.oo Landing, Aug. 29. — 
(Special) — A two days tramp in the 
mountains; a steady climb over rocks 
and precipices, around yawning chasmsi 
through babbling brooks and across dry 
plains with the sand above your boot- 
uppers, until you gain an eminence 6,000 
feet above sea level and gaze spellbound 
upon f\, * scene of grandeur and 
beauty that stretches far away 
on either angle of vision until it 
melts away and is lost in the blue haze 
that invests and hides from view tho 
more diBtaiit hills. So far as the eye 
can reach, in this land of giant moiui- 
tains, height is piled on height, with 
here and there patches of green, glisten- 
ing like emeralds amid a snowy expanse 
of glacier with ice-crowned crest, 
while the lordly Columbia wending 
its course towards the sea, looks like a 
thin silvern thread drawn across tho 
horizon. The scene is one not soon to 
bo forgotten by those privileged to be- 
hold it, and though arduous! the task 
of gaining tho summit the toil was 
amply repaid by the charme that Na- 
ture had prepared for her lovers. 

We left Waterloo Landing at an early 
hour in tbe morning. Our destination 
was the Apache mountain, in which the 
Horne-Puyne syndicate and others have 
acquired several claims and where they 
have established a mining camp. The' 
trail zig-zags along the mountain- 
side, the turns being often sharp 
and dangerous. Tho mines are being 
actively tested at many points. Some 
of tl'o cbanicteristicB of the Rossland 
district are visible hereabouts, only the 
edges seem a little wider and perhaps a 
little richer. One giant ledge extends 
from the base of Waterloo mountain to 
its summit and is met at least six times 
during the roundabout climb of these 
routes. It is remarkably well defined 
and shows the red iron capping the en- 
tire length. Several of the claims are 
said to poBseas great merit and the rock 
attracts and holds the attention of capi- 
talists and experts. Already we hear 
that it is the intention of the owners to 
prosecute the work all through the win- ♦ 
ter, and buildings are to be built and 
eupplies laid in with that object in view. 

The rock' is harder near the surface 
than that of Rossland, and is of a finer, 
closer grain. Some specimens taken 
from the Lottie and Charleston groups 
after shots had been fired are heavily 
impregnated with j^eacock copper. Ex- 
perienced persons say that the indica- 
tions of rich mines of gold and copper 
are most favorable, and that even shoulti 
the rock be of low grade the ledges are 
so wide that they will pay handsomely 
to work. 

The Aaron's Isle group and tho 
Einanco have excellent showings and are 
being worked with vigor and ability. 
The specimens taken from these claims ' 
are very handsome and are said to assay 
high in gold. 

The return down the steep mountain 
sitle was rendered exceedingly uncom- 
fortable by the intense heat that pre- 
vailed. Theground was dry and parched. 
All the pretty flowers of the high eleva- 
tions had long since withered away be- 
fore the drought, and naught but the- 
detestable firoweed— which would grow 
in Hades, I think — remained to rear its 
saucy head and look the scorching sun 
straight in the face. But little game- 
was seen. One of the party slew a fool- 
hen with a Btone, and a most acceptable- 
addition to the menu of bacon and beansi 
it made a^the evening meal. 

At Waterloo Landing a very large city 
might be built. The flat is 40 miles long 
and several miles in breadth. The Co- 
lumbia river laves the front of 
the now town of Montgomery, and 
very little grading will be required 
when substantial buildings come to be 
erected on the plot. At present there 
are about 00 residents at the Landing, 
Several log houses have been put up, 
but the bulk of the inhabitants have 
pitched tents. A capital meal can be 
obtained at a reatuuraiit tent which is' 
conducted by two married women and at 
night I stretched my weary limbs on a 
spring mattrass beneath the folds of a 
wall tent and enjoyed a most refreshing 
rest. 

The people at the mines and the Land- 
ing are confideiii of a favorable outcome. 
Sevoial persons have come to Mont- 
gomery prepared to build substantial 
hotel and business boueea ; but a notice 
cautioning them that they would be re- 
garded as squalters baa prevented tho 
erection of any but the most temporary 
structurcB. 

One man whom I met was felicitating 
himself upon the prospect of a legal con- 
test between the 'three great corpora- 
tions — tlieO.P.R., the Corbin and the 
Heinze railway interests — with the 
Ilorne-Payne syndicate constituting a 
good fourth in the fight. Ho said tbat 
the bond, through some mistake, was 
claimed by all three railway companies, 
and that neither the Canadian Pacific 
Railway nor tho Corbin companies 
would recognize the sale of Montgomery 
townsite. "It'll be strange,", said he, 
" if between the conflicting elements tbe 
people do not come into their own 
again." 

I left Waterloo stronglj^ impressed 
with the feeling tbat the district has a 
bright future — so bright that in course 
of time the glories of Rossland may bo 
eclipsed and the star of empire shed its 
radiance upon the new town that is now 
preparing to nestle at the foot of the 
Apache mountains.

Franklin, on Woodlmi-y creek, near 
Ainawonh, illut^trale.^ the uncertai iities 
of mining. The property wiiichthey ro- 
staked was held by George Ilannon, of 
■ Ainsworth, for a couple of years, who 
allowed it to lapse. Two weeks ago 
Fitch, McDonald and Franklin secured 
remarkably high assays from rock pass- 
ed over by Harmon, which gave the dig- 
carded property a gilt-edced value. 

£. J. Field, resident manager of tlie 
Wonderful mine, announces that lie 
will make one more shipment from the 
Wonderful, after wbich the ore will be 
lield till the price of lead and silver ad- 
vances, ijliiijujenid from the Wonderful 
up to date have netted the company !fl5,- 
000, so that itia not obliged to sliiii. All 
the Wonderful ore sliipijed by the 
preaant company has been aecured by 
sluicing. 

The sale of the Montezuma and 
IMexico was finally arranged on Monday 
last. The agreement calls for a payment 
of $20,000. Two thousand of this was 
cash, and the balance ia carried over for 
about eighteen months in a series of 
jiayments. 

The Monte Christo Ko. 2 tunnel is in 
over 100 feet and lias an enviable sliow- 
iug. Tlie shaft, which ia being sunk to 
meet this tunnel, is now down 64 feet 
and shows the ore chute up in good 
shape. The compressor urriv?d at Ross- 
land this week. 

Thomas fiarria, a mining man inter- 
ested in the White G rouse mountain dis- 
trict, arrived in Xelaon this week, after 
spending some time upon various inin- 
eial claims held by himself in that dia- 
tricc. He looks upon the district aa the 
moat promising in aouthern Kootenay, 
but recognizes tliat it will take some 
lime to liringit to the front. The worst 
feature of the district ia its' inacceasibil' 
ity. The .Montaiui Coniijany has doubled 
ila working force. It has now some GO 
odd men working on the Cooper KiuR, 
Storm Iving, and two other claims, and 
they are being opened up as speedily as 
possible The Ottawa Company, repre- 
sented by luhvard Watts, is also work- 
ing a small force of men, and both com- 
panies intend to work all winter. On 
the Copper King the Montana Company 
is working three ahifta, driving a couple 
of tunnels, which are now in BO and HO 
feet respectively, upon a strong ledge 
averaging from tivo to six feet in widtii. 
This ledge carries from tiiree to four 
inches of solid grey copper ore, which 
assays remarkably high, and about two 
feet of sorlinL' ore which will stand Bhi|)- 
ping. On the Storui King the work 
consists of a shaft commenced upon a 
nice outcrop.

Mr. Ellis is interested in ii nnn'iber of 
claims hero and is showing up some very 
line property. 

The owners of the Wild Horse arc 
workiim away 11)0 feet umler ground, 
h'or 50 leet they liavo been working 
through slate iniprti^naKnl with copjior 
and iron, carrying about ,*2 in gold. If 
the theory that veins get their value 
from adjoining formation is right, the 
vein in the Wild Horse, when struck, 
should be O.K. This vein is traceable 
and located for one and one-half miles, 
strong cropping all the way. 

The Canadian Company controlling 
the Wellington and other mines near 
Bear lake are doinj* considerable dcvol 
opment work under an able and carefii 
nian.igoment. They are nleo building a 
wagon road from the mine to their Bid- 
ing on the Ivaslo it Slocan railway under 
the direction of their engineer' W. R.

This route is a quick way 
of reaching the South from the Slocan 
points. The trail is very fair and the 
distance from the lake to the crossing 
some 85 miles. Some good timber and 
fairly heavy soil occurs in this wide 
vallev.

to a sinking lund of $1,(105, snilicient to 
meet the del)entures and interest there- 
on.

COMPLETELY FOILED. 

A Slocan Claim Jumper Experiences a Set 
Bacic at Uie Hands of Ctiief 
Justice Davie. 

ll'"roni tlie Nelson Trlljune.) 

Chief Justice Davie completely foiled 
a Slocan claim jumi)er on Thursday who 
nndert(5ok to cheat the legitimate owners 
of a mineral claim out of their projierty 
for the reason that technical compliance 
had not been made with the provisions 
of the mineral act. A few more deci- 
sions along this line and claim jumpers 
will not be bo prone to lie awake at 
nights in order to take advantage of 
little omissions thoughtlessly made by 
bona fide mining men. 

The Yoaemite mine, of the Eureka 
group, fiituated in the Slocan, was re- 
staked on Thuraday of last week by Alex. 
Curnmings on the grounds tliat the loca- 
tion lapsed through the omission of the 
owners to record the necessary assess- 
ment work. The Yoseinite ia one of the 
most extensively develo))ed mines in the 
country, ft was originally located bv 
Bob and Neal McDonald, of Sandon, J. 
D. Moore, Jack McPhee, and J. 1). .Mc- 
Millan; the latter was killed by a enow 
slide at the mine not long afterwards. 
The mine was bonded in 1893 to S. II. 
Green, of Saginaw, for $30,000, since 
which time it has been developed to the 
extent of about 2,000 feet. Considerable 
ore has been shipped, and it was only 
last June that manager Ryan closed 
down and went East. It is estimated 
that besides the money paid out on the 
bond, the Greens have spent $10,000 on 
the mine, some of wliich was taken out. 

The jumper met his lirst set-back 
when the affidavit of location of the 
claim was jiresented to mining recorder 
Keen, under the new name of the Troy 
He very wisely refused to accejit it, 
princi|ja!lv upon the ground that if he 
accepted the location it would giveCuni' 
minga a Bpe(des of title to tlie claim 
which might adversely allect the inter 
eeta of the deceased miner, .1. D. i\Ic 
Millan. By section 141! of the minora 
act, provision is made for the adminis- 
tration of the property of deceased min- 
ers hy the gold commissioner, 
until the isauo of letters of administra- 
tion or proljate of will, who may cause 
any mineral claims of deceased miners 
to be duly rejiroaented or diapeuse there- 
with at his ojjtion. 

An oriler was secured from Justic(! 
McCreight to compel the mining re- 
corder to show cause why ho should not 
accept the location record of Cunimings. 
This inattiM- came before Chief .Iiistico 
Davie on Thurr-day and the Chief .Iiis- 
tico siit^tained the action of the miniiiL' 
recorder and reipiired the jumper to pay 
all costs. The disposition of this matter 
will please every bona miner in the 
country, and the othera have no claim 
for consideration.

AVithout Heaitatiou lie 'Wearies Out 
Members Who Fail to Appre- 
ciate His Periods. 



[From tlio Toronto Telegram. ] 

Ottawa, Aug. 24. — Tliere was a time 
when Brilieh Coliiinbiii, tlmt Cunailinn 
land of Opliir, sent to Ottawa men taci- 
turn, hard-beaded and experienced in 
business. They came to this capital 
more to look on, and to pive their purty 
a silent but failhtul support. Thoy have 
gone, ler.ving of tlicir kiiiil only the 
blutl' old Thonuis ]Carlo. Jn tho pliu'os 
of the ctliers, the silent men, sit iJoa- 
tocic, who is a young man able t3 talk 
wlien need bo, and to think, which he 
does ahvavB ; Morrison, a keen-uyed 
young biirrialef; Miixwull, wl'.'j abaii- 
<loned tbe pulpit for the foriuti, and 
MoIniieH, who shall be the chief (ii;ure of 
this letter. Melnnea ia a young man, 
for he haa just passed bia twenty-liitli 
birtliday. He eanie to Ottawa to lib a 
long-felt want. Before tbe t'lrulj^ence o[ 
his oratory, let the foreuaic talents of 
Laurier, of Tupper, of Foster and of 
Cartwright dim," pale and utterly vanish 
away. The process of fading began tliia 
afternoon. 

It may be remembered by tho reailera 
of this correBpondence that this after- 
noon was set apart for tbe debate on the 
speeub from the throne. Mclnnes, w'lio 
sits for Vancouver, was to move tiie ad- 
dress, Leuiieus, of Gaspe, to second it. 
For days tiie pair had Ijeon preparing 
their speeehe?. Tliis afternoon we beard 
tlie results of tbeir study. It was a well- 
filled house, with crowded gallerie.s, that 
gazed curiously at the little <iark man 
who rose, midway in the ranks of the 
Grits, when the order of tlie day waa 
called. Liberal members stared as tliey 
applauded; Tory deputies sat silent. 
They were wont to <lo violenco to the 
tops of tbeir desks on Bueh oeeasiona. 
Times have ebanged. It la habitual, for 
the member who moves tbe address to 
show some signs of uneasiness, if 
not of trepidation. Tho little man 
from Vancouver, dressed all in black, 
was as cool, as a mother with a mar- 
riageable daughter when the suitor 
who makes six hundred dollars a year 
makes his evening call. Melnnea beam- 
ed benignautly through hisgold-rimuied 
(glasses as he put bis notes in order. 1I<.' 
adjusted Ids narrow blaek tie, that was 
part of his funeral garb. The tumult 
died down and tbe voice of tbe infant 
Demoalbenes from tbe riicitie littoral 
smote the ci'cninambieiit atmoflphere. 
There was no fear lest anybody sbouUl 
not hear. Tbe stalwart Dominion ))o- 
licemen, litty yards away, at the doors 
of the corridors, missed not a word of 
the confident .Mclrmea. Up in the 
Senator's galJery lii.- lather gazed cx- 
j)ectantly at ihe pride of his old age. 
He settli'd down to hear tbe speeeh. He 
began viitb a eulo.'v of bia luUive pro- 
vince, and Willi weil-exjircs^ed re- 
grets thai be waa tho first iiritish Col- 
umbian to be accorded such an 
honor. The wicked Conservatives had 
always elected some member from the 
older proviuaeB to perform the duty that 
now Waa his. Tbe late government had 
not pnrsuetl a jioliey of generous treat- 
ment for Britisli Columbia. TIk' trade 
policy of the Conservatives has miliiatt'd 
against bis province's intcrfSt-s. -Its 
[)C(ipU! bad Ijcen obliged eilher to pay 
enoriuons liibut(! to the C.ina<lian I'a- 
cific railway (jr else to hand over enor- 
mous im[)on taxes. Thai better times 
bad come waa due, nf)l to tbe policy of 
tbe Conservative administration, but to 
the irreprea-ii ble ener^iy of tlu; pioneer 
prospectorH. Tiie deniamla of tbe isrit- 
ish Columljians had been treated with 
indiflference. 

"In tbe last live years, " Rai<l Mcln- 
nes, as he swung his right hand uloft in 
a Bemi-circular gesture, " we have paid 
the Dominion in various ta.xes about 
two miliions a year. We have received 
iu return but $1,200,000 per year. There 
has been a direct drain on the resources 
of the province. No wonder that tbe 
province no longer sends the Solid Six 
Conaervativcs to parliament." 

Tliua waa tbe late government scarifi- 
ed, to the taste of all tlu; Liberala. Tlio 
time was to c^oine when many Min- 
isterialista wilhbcld tbi'ir ap|)lauding 
hands; when no cheer went up froni 
their not uiuvilling throats. The youth- 
ful tribuni' prnccfdcd to ex[>atiat(! upon 
tbe deairabi lit V of a held for iiuii; igni- 
tion. Some (;olnrnna which be contri- 
buted to Hansard would maku an ej:i''d- 
lent pamphlet to circulate among lliu 
itoiling masses of Europe. "Our moun- 
tains,*' said McJnnes, " are honeyeomb- 
•ed with gold and silver. Roasland alone 
will turn out ten million dollars worth 
of gold this year." Joyful news this for 
Bome.good friends in Toronto. It ia re- 
grettable that MelnneB went no further 
into particulars. " And," said the hoy 
orator in bib curious accent, "this is wan 
little section of the [irovince." Me 
wanted a mint eHtablisbed in Rritish 
Columbi.i. A mint would iiecesHilate 
the establisbuient of a l)i!i)arlniont of 
Mines. And a Departmenl of .Mini's 
must have a minister at its head. liril- 
dah Columbia should furnish tliat min- 
ister. 

"Hear, hear," sneered (-onaervalivea, 
who wot well, as do we all, of .M(diinea 
eenior's pursuit of a portfolio. 

There was seen a line example of lilial 
devotion. Mclnnea the Younger put in 
an implicit word for Afclrines Senior. 
He was glad to hear that the government 
had the matter under consideration. At 
which tbe Conservatives jeere<l nusiin. 
From what Britiah Columbia did need j 
Mclnnes aprung' lightly to what she did i 
not need. And that waa— Chinese. He' 
wished that tho government would take 
a.n earlj- opportunity of checking the im- 
portation of hordes of coolies, who were 
ruining the interests of tho proviruto. 
What will l>i Hung Chang aay when lie 
■ hears that a Canadian statesman desires 
to nrevent his countrymen entering the 
Dominion? Tlie late government bad 
naid that there was no depression iu the 
conntrs', Tbe members of the new House 
Commons knew that there was. Had 
not everyone of them been deluged with 
applications for government po-is'' 
Which was a good point, and raiaetl a 
laugh. i3ut the late government, like 
some kinga of old, thought they bad a 
divine right to rule. Even wiien the

POLITICAL CALC UL A TIONS. 

The political ■irithmeticana are at 
work in the United States. Elaborate 
calculations are made as to the way in 
which the vote of the different Stales 
will be cast. The States, for the pur- 
poses of the calculator, are divided Into 
" safe, " " close " and " doubtful." Each 
State and the number of votes to which 
it is entitled are set down in parallel col- 
umns and, singular to say, the result 
generally turns out to be favorable to the 
side which the arithmetician favois. 
It is eaid. that figures cannot lie. ThW, 
may be true, but these politidal calcuhi- 
tors make it a))i)ear that figures can bo 
very atroiiRly purlizuii. 

The latest calculation that we have 
seen is one that originally appeared in 
the newspaper owned by the late Secre- 
tary of the Interior, Mr. Hoke Smith. 
Mr. Smith, it will be remembered, a few 
weeks ago resigned his seat in the ciibi- 
not because ho favored the candidacy of 
Mr. Bryan, whose views are diauietri- 
allv opposed on iniuiy Hubjccta to tlioe^o 
of the President and the uiiijority of tlie 
members of his cabinet. According to 
the Atlanta Journal's computation Mr. 
Bryan will ho the next President by a 
majority of at least tqn votes. 
The .louriial calculates that Bryan 
will iii't ■.';!! votea, which ia ton more 
than is.ncces^ary to eecure his election. 
The Journal makes nearly all the South- 
ern and 'Weblern states safe for Bryan. 
It admits that a good deal depends upon 
the success of "fusion." The parties to 
be fused are the Democratic and the 
Populiat. But it does not appear that 
tiie Populiata and Democrats in many of 
the " iueioii " and doubtful states are 



The ground taken by Mr. Laurier with 
respect to the dismissals of civil servants, 
it seems to ua, leaves the door wide open 
for the introduction of the spoils' ays- 
tern which to our certain knowledge is 
favored by a large number of the rank 
and file of the Grit party. The language 
used by the Premier was aa usual inde- 
I'lnite, " Personally," he said in reply 
to Mr. Foster, " he did not object to an 
otlicial holding views in favor of one 
party or the other and exercising the 
right of franchise, bat if he has worn the 
party badge, if he has been seen on 
■ the public platform, if he has taken 
part in party processions and 
promoted tlie interests of hia party 
that man has taken his official life in 
his hands. " 

What eigniflcance is to bo puc to the 
qualifying word "personally" in Mr. 
Laurier's reply? Does he mean to be 
understood as saying that, as far as he is 
concerned, he would allow a civil servant 
wlio had voted against his party to hold 
his otlice,but that he was not sure that hia 
individual opinion would prevail against 
the opinions and desires of other Liber- 
als? This seema to be the proper and 
natural conatniction to be placed on 
that part of his statement. This being 
assumed, the Liberal Leader must be 
understood as eaying tliat ho was not 
sure whether under the Liber- 
al regime the civil servant who 
had voted againsl; a Liberal 
candidate would be allowed to keep hia 
place, but that he was sure that the of- 
ficial who had given any open indication 
■of his party predilections would have to 
go. This ia not a very liberal stand for 
a Liberal politician to take. It is to be 
presumed that Mr. Laurier would not 
think of dismissing a civil servant who 
had done his duty faithfully, and who in 
the matter of voting had kept strictly 
within the law and the regulations of 
the civil service as they stand, it men 
in the service of tlie Government are to 
be dei)rive(i ot the powers and privileges 
of citizen.'^, if they are to be politically 
emaaculated, let it be done by legal 
enactment. With no law depriving them 
of the rights of citizenship, civil aervants 
stand on theaame ground as other citi- 
zens and have a right ro every jjower 
and every privilege that their fellow 
citizoiiB enjoy and to ijuiugIi them for 
exercising what all admit to be their 
rights as citizens is cruel and cowardly 
tyranny. If a man knowing that the 
law takes from the civil servant his 
political rights and privileges, enterathe 
civil service, he cannot coinidain if he, 
when be becomea a civil servant, ia i)un- 
ished for violatiiiu the law in his case 
made and provided. There are two 
opinions aa to the expediency and the 
justice of enacting a law disfranchising 
civil servants and forbidding them on 
pain of dismissal to take an active part 
in eloctiona, but it ia hardly to be sup- 
posed that 11 Government which is proud 
of being called Liberal would place a 
largo class of intelligent and law-abiding 
men under gulling and humiliating dia- 
abilitiea. 

We fear that Mr, l*«rier'« dictum 
will be interpreted by a great many ot 
his Bupportera to mean that the Con- 
servative civil servanta who are aua- 
pected of having voted at the late elec- 
tion against Liberal candidate: hold 
their nlaces oa suiTerance, and that those 
of them' who openly topk part against 
the Liberals In the election, if it was 
onlv .to.'^ear the Conaervativo button, 
wiU:"ijtive; " to walk the jilank " and 
' leave ' places open for Liberala who had 



just now, at any rate, prepared to sub- 
mit to the process of fusion. Kansas, 
Nebraska, Missouri and Tennessee are the 
States in which the success of the Popo- 
cratic candidate depends on fusion. The 
''close" states, according to thclournal, 
are California, Illinois, Indiana, Iventuc- 
ky and Oregon. Now, if any of those States 
which is entitled to more than ten votes 
goes against Bryan he, according to this 
partisan calculator, will be defeated. 
The Northern and Eastern States the 
Journal gives to the Republicans. 
Among the doubtful States are Mary- 
land, Minnesota, Iowa, and Michigan. 
It can easily be seen that at this stage of 
the campaign ten is a very narrow mar- 
gin to figure on. Many things may hap- 
pen between now and November to upaet 
the most careful calculations that tl;e 
best informed Bryanite can make. 
For inatanco, it ia now certain 
that the gold Democrats will have a can- 
didate in the field. President Cleveland 
ia spoken of aa the candidate of this sec- 
tion of the Democratic party. It may 
he that the President cannot be pre- 
vailed upon to run. In that case some 
other sandidato will be chosen who is 
sure to be a man or mark, for the Gold 
Democrats, in proportion to their nuiu- 
bera, can boast of more iiret-clafis men 
than the two other parties combined. 
Their candidate will without doubt poll 
a large number of votes. It is not ex- 
pected that he will have a majority, 
but it ia believed that he will 
take from Bryan so many votes 
that the I'npocrut will be tar behind in 
the race. It ia well known that in the 
States, as in every other country in which 
party government obtains, there are 
very many men who cannot be prevailed 
u pen to vote against their party no matter 
how undeserving their party candidate 
may be. In the States tliere are men 
wlio have voted tor the Democratic can- 
didate all their lives. Their fathers did 
BO before them. If there is no other 
I j:)emocra.tic candidate then Bryan this 
class of voters will vote for Bryan, but if 
there ia another Democratic candidate 
supported by well known and highly 
respected Democrats they will readily 
vote for him. The vote which they will 
then cast will be a Democratic vote, and 
tlieir political consciences will Ije easy. 

The Gold Democrats are perfectly 
frank with respect to their motive in 
getting out a candidate. They do it to 
strengthen JIcKinley and to defeat 
Bryan. They are bound that the next 
President of the United States shall he a 
sound money man. This they regard as 
of the very first importunce. They do 
not care to vote directly for a Republic- 
an and a Protectionist, but they propose 
to engineer the election in auch a way 
that a Itepubliean and a Protectionist 
will be elected. Thia move on the part 
of the Gold Democrata makes any Popo- 
crat forecast very unreliable.

constituencies as a direct isSne."''A nia-' 
jority of members was found tp be in fa- 
vor of it, and the bill was passed. The 
results, Air. Reeves says, have been ex- 
tremely satiefuctory : 

The mail of the women on to the elec- 
toral rolls; the interest taken by them 
in the election contests; the peaceable 
and orderly character of these contests ; 
and the unprecedented Liberal majority 
returned by the polls, are all matters of 
New Zealand history. So ia the fact 
that most of the women voters showed 
no disposition to follow the clergy in as- 
aailinir the national system of free, sec- 
ular, and compulsory education. That 
they clearly pronounced in veiy many 
cases for temperance reform is. true. 
That they were by no means unanimous 
ill favor of total prohibition ia true also. 
On tlio whole, the moat marked feature 
of their first use of the franchise was 
their tendency to agree with, rather than 
diverge from, their male entourage. 

There are some who connect the ap- 
pearance of women in the political arena 
with the recent passing of an Infants' 
Life Protection Act, the raising of the 
ago of consent to 15, the appointment of 
female inspectors to lunatic asylums, 
factories and other inatitutiona, with 
improvements in the laws dealinj.; with 
Adoption of Cliildren and Industrial 
Schools, and with a severe law against 
the keepers of houaea of ill-fame. Last, 
but by no means least, tlio influence of 
women is believed to be evident in 
highly important measures dealing with 
the liquor laws and with a prohibitionist 
movement which is a very prominent 
feature of New Zealand public life. 

ZANZIBAR. 

The Zanzibar allair was short and 
sharp and, as far aa la yet known, has 
not been followed by any unpleasant 
consequences. Tlie ialanda are under 
British protection and it was theduty of 
the British authorities to defend the 
reigning Sultan if lie was attacked and 
to punish anyone who should depose 
him or do him harm in any way. How 
the Sultan came to hia death ia not very 
well known, but it ia certain that Said 
ICalid proceeded without any delay to 
take advantage of it for 1)18 own aggrand- 
iaenient. He took possession of 
the palace although he , .w(ta not 
the heir and seemed determined to take 
the deceased Sultan's place. But he 
very soon learned that if he expected to 
be Sultan of Zanzibar he had reckoned 
without taking the British Admiral into 
hia calculation. That ofncer knocked 
the palace of which he had taken pos- 
session about his ears and drove him to 
take refuge in the German consulate. 
There has been no question as to the 
right of Admiral Rawson to do this, and 
tlie new Sultan whom he places upon 
the throne will no doubt exercise hia 
authority without dispute. 

Great Britain assumed the protector- 
ate of Zanzibar in 1890, and the natives 
have since then prospered under what is 
really British rule. The English Gov- 
ernment have been rejiroached for per- 
mitting slavery to be continued in tlie 
country, but it baa been thought cx- 
[ledient to interfere as little as possible 
with the douiestie affairs of the country. 
Besides, slavery in Zanzibar is said to be 
very different from slavery in other 
countries. The slaves are treated aa 
members of the families of their owners, 
and live an easy life, free from care, and 
are not by any means overtasked. The 
slave trade, however, has been abolished 
in the country, and Zanzibar is free from 
its horrors.

The council of the Board of Trade 
yesterday passed a resolution of condol- 
ence with the family of the late H. F. 
Heisterman. Mr. Futcher in bringing 
forward the resolution pointed out that 
the late Mr. Heisterman had been elect- 
ed a member of the council of the board 
in 188'2 and had several times served up- 
on it since. Ho had also acted as hon- 
orary auditor. The interest that Mr. 
Heisterman had shown in the business 
success of the city bad been manifested 
by the active part he had taken in for- 
mer chambers of commerce, the minutes 
of which stated that he bad been jireseiit 
at the first meeting of that body on Feb- 
ruary 1, 18t)3. The council passed the 
following resolution: "That this 
board place on record its deep 
aenso of the loss it has sustain- 
ed by the death of the late 
H. F. Heisterman, an active and valued 
member of this institution since its in- 
corporation and that the condolence and 
sympathy of this board be oflered to the 
bereaved family." 

The secretary, Mr. Elworthy, read hia 
report of liia irip to the Alberni mining 
country, and it was ordered to be added 
to the board's annual report. 

A" c'>mmunication from Wm. Skene, 
secretary of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade, enclosed resolutions passed by 
that body respecting an increase in the 
salmon hatcheries, the desirability of a 
patrol boat on the Coast and further aids 
to navigation ; also, on the desirability 
of having the courts deciiie as ijuickly as 
possible upon Iho couBtitutioiiality oi 
the Small Debts court. 

The Victoria board having already 
acted on all but the last of these sub- 
jects, a resolution was passed concurring 
with the Vancouver board in its desire 
to have the constitutionality of the 
HimiU debts court decided as protopLly as 
possible. 

An important matter to come before 
the council was a letter from Dr. Bouri- 
not, secretary of the Koyal Society of 
Canada, drawing attention to Mr. San- 
ford l''leming's letter to the society ad' 
vocating the adoption of a <levico inveut- 
eil by Ca])t. Ivistaway, of the .Allan 
Hteanier Sartlinian, for signalling from 
sliips at night by means of 
lights used aimilarly to the Hags 
now employed by daylight. The letter 
was referred to thecomniittee on harbors 
and navigation. 

A requeat from the promoters of the 
Victoria", Vancouver & Eaatern railway 
to endorse their scheme, was referred to 
the railway committee, and to the com- 
mittee on mining was referred the mat- 
ter of reporting on mining capitalization. 

An iniiuiry from Ernest Braby, a Syd- 
ney, N. S. W., business man, aa to 
whether Britith Columbia could furnish 
the same kind of lumber as does Puget 
Bound, will be answered by the commit-? 
tee on manufactures.

The Chief Justice Gratiiletl ^Vith 
the Becepliou of His Address 
oa Arbitratioa. • 



Ednoatlonal and Other Topics Dis- 
cussed—His Opinion of Hon. 
Edward Biake. 



{From the Uontrenl Star, August 28.) 
I Lord EuBsel! of Killowen and the 
members of liia party, who left Toronto 
on Wednesday evening in. a special train 
provided by the Grand Trunk railway 
officials, two of whom, Mr. F. H. Mc- 
Gdifsan and Mr. William Wainwright, 
travelled with their gueBts, arrived at 
Kingston early yesterday morning and 
took the steamer Spartan for Montreal. 

The famous tripthronph the ThouHatid 
Islands had boeii made and tlie boat wae 
Hearing Brockvllle, when the writer was 
invited to mount to the upper deck, 
which had been reserved for the Chief 
JuBtice and his friends. 

" Well, what can I tell you that will 
be of intereBt? Let us get to the point. 
That is my rule iti life— to get to the ob- 
jective point as quickly as possible," 

Two dark and eloquent eyea, search- 
ing yet kindly, looked out from under 
heavy black l.>ro\vs, justturninj; to (jniy, 
and lit up a face tivt-ry feature of wliiidi 
spoke of detcniiiiiution and tonacitv of 
pur])ose. Hut the smile that accom- 
panied tiie words, and the cliarui of tlie 
voice iteelf, thuse are things which can- 
not he descrihetl, tbcy must be seen and 
beard to l)e com|jrehended. 

" Shall I Jiuy sonietliini; regardinj; inv 
Tisif.' ThiH, aa perhaps you know, is 
the second time tliat I have been in 
Canada, Upon the occasion of niy for- 
mer visit to America in ISSIJ, I did not 
visit Montreal or Ottawa, but after 
ependiug some time in the United Stat»s 
as the guest of Mr, Villard, and being 

f resent at the opening of the Norttierii 
aciflo Railway, of which that gentle- 
man was at that time president, 1 cross- 
ed over to Winnipeg and went West as 
far as Vimcouver, Now I am. fairly 
on my way for Montreal, where wo 
shall Hliiy until Saturday, when we 
leave for Ottawa to spend a few days 
with the Uove-'nor-Goneral and Lady 
Aberdeen. Wo aluiU then return to 
Montreal, go to Quebec and the Sa>;ue- 
nay, coine back to your city to leave, by 
way of Lake Champlain and Lake George 
for Boston aiul New York. Afterwards, 
we hope to visit Pliiladelphia, Washing- 
ton and Baltimore, returning once more 
to New York in about three weeks from 
now, when we sail for England. 

" \Ve haven't seen a great deal of 
America, for upon our arrival at New- 
York we were simply transferred from 
one steamer to another, and taken up the 
Hudson river to Saratoga. I thought 
very highly of the representatives of the 
American Bar whom I met at the con- 
vention, and I was greatly impressed by 
the splendid address delivered by the 
President, Mr. Moorliold Storey, of" Boa- 
ton. That I should entertain a higli 
opinion of representative American law- 
yers, is not, however, surjjriaing, when 
you consider that the delegates to the 
convention at Saratoga, including such 
men as Mr. J. C. Carter, General Foster, 
and Mr. Phelps, all of whom I met when 
they represented the United States at 
the Paris conference on .the Behring sea 
arbitration. 

" I am glad to know that iny speech, 
on arbitration has been ao cordially re- 
ceived by the press of the United States 
and the large dailies in London, but I 
am free to confess that I am very curious 
to know just what the large provincial 
papers, the presa of Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Birmingham and Newcastle 
have said regarding it. The provincial 
press in England is an exceedingly able 
and independent institution, and is in 
no way dependent upon tlie IjOiulon 
newspapers for its opinions. 

"The American press? \Vhat shu 
say of the great Surnlay papers? Tlicy 
are monumental; they are awful — that 
is to say," (diplomatically) "as regards 
their size. Tell me, is there one livint; 
soul in America, who ever reads one of 
them right through, from beginning to 
end?" 

Asked concerning his plea for interna- 
tional arbitration, lioiv the awards would 
be enforced, and being reminded that 
the senate and coiigreaa of the United 
States had acarcely acted up to the pro- 
mises made concerning respect for tlie 
decision arrived at in Paris, the Chief 
Justice said : "I endeavored to touch 
upon this phase of the subject in mv 
speech, but " — laughing — " as the speech 
was almost aa lengtliy as a Sunday newH- 
paper, perhaps you did not have the oj)- 
portnnity of reading a full report of 
it. I can only say that, if it is neces- 
sary, until the moral sense of the nations 
is educated suflioientlr, then there 
must he a combination of tlie nations 
concerned in the arbitration to coerce 
the recalcitrant nsttion until the condi- 
tions of the award are complied with. 
Concerning the action of the UnitcLl 
States in reference to the Behring Sea 
matter, I may say that I regard it as 
rather unfortunate that a Senator who 
was one of the arbitrators felt it to be 
his dnty to oppose the payment of the 
award, when it became the duty of the 

. Senate to approve the matter. I do not 
impugn the motives, whicti were doubt- 
less all right, but I do say that, when 
two nations have entered into an aiireo- 
nient to arbitrate, aa was done in the 
Behring Sea matter, Ihcy should dis- 
charge the obligationsof the award with 
a liberal spirit, which should place them 
entirely above criticism." , 

Tho<iue8tinn of whether the State 
should render linancial assistance to 
sectarian schools having arisen. His 

Lordshi)) expressed his views at some 
length. 

" It all depends," ho said, " I can un- 
derstand the government of a state say- 
inu : ' Edu -ation is no affair of ours ; 
that must be left to the individual head 
of the family.' 

" But if, as in Great Britain, the State 
has accepted the position of recognizing 
it to be the duty of the State that the 
young nf the nation shall be educated, 
then r think it is the duty of tho Statt^ 
to consider, as far as it is consistent 
with a national system of education, the 
religious feeling, or if you prefer to 
call it, the religions sonlinient or i)r('jud- 
iciea of the various sections of tho com- 
munity. Again, if tlio duty which tho 
Stiite has acci'i>ted is diachnrged by any- 
body In the commnnity, bo far as the 



secular teaching ia concerned, I hold 
that while the State ought not to be 
called upon to pay for religioua teach- 
ing, it ia onlv just that it should pay for 
the secular teaching which it has con- 
fessed to be its duty to impart to the 
child, wliether ttiat teachinjj bo imjiart- 
ed by mem bera of n religious body or 
not. and this ereu although that body 
may set apart uertuiii hours of the school 
day for insiructiuu in religious matters 
which may be more or less sectional. It 
should pay those who impart that secu- 
lar education, evcu lliouiih they may ho 
recognized aa a bo<ly of religious teach- 
ers. But, while I say this, I say at the 
same time that there should be the full- 
est possible control given to the State in 
tho matter o( inspection, so that it may 
see that the standard wliich it proposes 
to maintain, will, in point of eiliciencv, 
be carried out. In other words, the 
State should see that it ia getting full 
value for the money which it is paying 
out. 

"But, in order that there may be no 
misconstrucUon of my words, I desire it 
to he distinctly understood that I speak 
as an Englishman, and as one who looks 
at this matter as it afTects the schools in 
iMigland. lam not discussing the mer- 
itH (ir denicrita of the Canadian separate 
schools, but .speak sinaply of the duty ol 
the state with regard to education aa I 
conceive it." 

Adueation regarding the Dublin con- 
ference brought up the subject of home 
rule for Ireland. "I must not express 
anv opinion in regard to the gathering," 
said Lord Uusscll. "but of course it 
is well kno.vn that [ have always been 
a Home Uuler. Both Blr. iMorley and 
myself believed in that principle 
lone before .Mr. Gladatune hroughl 
ia his famous bill in 18S0. But do you 
know, 1 lliink that .\lr. Gladstone him- 
self had been that way inclined long De- 
fore he made the step which deL;ided his 
adherence to tlie cause once and for all. 
You uuiy be surprised when I tell yon 
that 1 believe that Mr. Gladstone had 
leanings in the direotion of Home Rule 
aa far back as 1872 or 1873. At that 
time the Irish Nationalist party was 
under the leadership of Mr. Isaac Batt, 
and it was not tho power in the house 
which it became under Mr. Parnell. 
The leaders had not the necessary knowl- 
edge of pailiainentuvy tactics, and the 
members themselves liad not yet leariiefl 
to be uggressive and fight every inch of 
ground before giving up. Tho utility of 
obstruction was not yet learneiL And 
so, once a year, Mr. Butt would sub- 
mit hie Home Rule bill, in much 
the same maunor as Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson prefenta his annual leniperaiice 
motion, and some of tlie members would 
sit it out, while others would make use 
of the opportunity to go to the smoking 
room ami have a quiet chat. _ But the 
point I wish to emphasize ia this: if you 
get an opportunity to read the speeches 
made in 1872 or 1873 by Mr. Gladstone 
hi answer to Mr. Butt, you will beetrack 
by the fact that in not one of them did 
the ex-Premier declare against the prin- 
cii>le of home rale as laid down by 
Mr. Butt, hut based his objections to 
the bill on the contention that any 
member who undertook to present such 
a measure to the house should be pre- 
pared to unewer all qneations with re- 
gard to its workings, and tho method in 
which it was proposed to carry it out. 
Yes, I repeat that there ia no doubt in 
niy iiiitul that Jlr. Gladstone was a 
Home Ruler long before most people 
looked upon him aa being cons'erted to 
the duct rine." 

The Chief .Tustice is known to he op- 
posed to hi'reditory legislation, and it ia 
for this reason that he refused to ac- 
cept any title whial^ would not become 
extinct at bis death. lie expressed his 
opinions on this subject yesterday as 
follows : "I would rather that this sub- 
ject had not been brought up, but since 
It has, I do notraiiid saying thae I am 
opposed to the system of hereditary leg- 
islation, because I fail to thid one the- 
oretical argu ment in favor of the exist- 
ence of a body of hereditary legislators, 
although at the same time I am free tu 
confess that such a system of legislation 
has worked in Eiiglaml up to the present, 
sometimes not unaucceaafullv. 

Of Mr. 13lake His Lordship said: "He 
ia an able lawyer and a S])ieiKlid fellow. 
I have the highest opinions of hit! talents 
and the greatest respect for himself aa a 
man. Of course, I have often met him, 
and the more I see of him the more I 
admire and respect bim.

Wliereas tho Council of the City of Victoria 
deem It necessary ond reiiulslto for the protec- 
tion of the persons and property ol the puollo 
that the Begulatlons hereinafter contained 
aball be made for operating btrcet Railways In 
the City of Victoria; 

Therefore the Municipal Council of tlio Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:

'M. No person, ivhen not in danger of injury, 
shall voluntarily get up on any such guard pro- 
tector or fender altaehed to any car, as herein- 
before provided, wlu-ther siioh car be standing 

still or in motion. 

■21. Tlie said t'omjiany, its successors and as- 
signs and its ollieials and servanlfi, shall con- 
form to and luUy carry out all the regulations 
and rules herein contained. 

22. The said Company, its successors and 
assigns, and its servants and officials shall eon- 
form to all such further and otlier regulations 

as the said Council shall from time to time 
deem rcipiisit" or iieeessury to enact fortlie pro- 
teution of tile persons urr property of the public. 

28. In case the said Company sliall fail at any 
time to comply wither contravene any ol the 
conditions or obligations Imposed upon it by 
these regulations, the said Company shall be 
liable to and Incur a penalty not exceeding .150 
(llfty dollars) lor each and every such contra- 
volition of any of tbe said conditions or obliga- 
tions, and the enforcement of this section shall 
devolve upon the members of the police force 
of the city.

past ha.s ))eiietraied ( veii faraway nooks 
and corners of the country. One now 
has tho choico of simple, well designed, 
inexpensive and exceedingly decorative 
mantolpiecos made in walnut, oak, nia- 
ho<;aTiy and pine, M'hich latter is usually 
jiainti'd to roiTe!:pnnd with the other 
woodwork nf tho room. 

Handsome carved mahogany and oth- 
er flue wood niiiutels for drawing rooms 
are not cumbron.s in ofTcct, hut just 
liirgc ejiouKli'to tivoid lieing in tho letist 
insignifieaiit, and in this fashion tlicy 
'jivo an clefzant and appropriate tono to 
the room. Oak is the wood to look well 
in librtiry, hall tuid dining room, for it 
lends itself to tho rich and luxurious 
tvrmospiure wliicii wo delight in for 
tln'.so rooms. But it nui.st not bo forced 
to hobnob with mah(i;;anyor cherry fur- 
niture.

Hive than carving, is playing ii verj- im- 
portant part in tlie. deroration of man- 
tels as well ;is Willis and furniture. It 
is ai)plied to wliitewood or clunry, over 
which is plaeed ]);iiiit, enamel finish. 
Tho ptijiier nikclu^ is saicl to bo excellent 
and lasting and litis titltiimd gr'cat ]iop- 
uhirit}-, though in vogue only of late 
years. 

Probiibly tlie most tasty and pop-

Any of tlio light woods, such 
as maple, whitewood or uaturtil cherry, 
also fit this stylo well. 

Even simpler than this, yet very pret- 
ty and all that is reqnired for a bed- 
room, is ;i well d(!signed nnuitel in pino 
painted or stained luid viiruishod in tho 
now fashionable "forest green," a cool, 
•dark color. This is very effective with 
an inexpen.sive bedroom suit of the 
s-ame. 

New ideas reign now in our halls, 
and there is no part, of the modern hou.so 
upon w'hieh ;i wonnm expends more 
thought. She rcalizeHthe valnoof "first 
impressions" hero aa elaowhero. Chim-

Some Ailvico to ttio Parents of Blnsla 
.Slaa.-iit.i. ' " 

Kvery family .should pos.=css ns good 
a piano as possible. Noraalter wlKit the 
talen"", tho indr.f try, (he iiitolli{,-ence of 
a stud( lit. spi eoy and eirectivo results 
c;iii!;ot be achieved witli all inferior or 
antiquated in.^itruu:ent. 
. All that has been said conGeruing the 
qu!ili(y of tho mn.'sical iustmnicufc np- 
plieii e(pn;lly to t!ic teacher. ]3e tho 
wi.so individual \vho first counts llic 
co.st of an eiiteri)rise, and liefore you 
comnicnco the musical education (jf your 
children decide aliout what you can ;if- 
ford for it. Then exjiend it i^li for good 
tetioliiiig. Tho substantial foundatiou 
hiid by a really capable instructor in 
two years, or even one, can betiflerward 
satisfactorily bnilt u])on by an intelli- 
gent, industrious pupil, whereas if the 
two years are coneuuied in purposeless, 
probably bad work, the pupil has but 
little to show and soon loses tluit little. 

Good nnisictd compositions, as indi.s- 
lienstible aids to tho elevation of niusic- 
al taste, will, as ii matter of conr.se, bo 
supplied by tht- right teacher. 

Parent 1 should seek to acquire somn 
knowledge of what is gooil nnisic as 
well ;is in literature ; also of nuisii'al lii.s- 
tory and biography. They should, fur- 
thermore, try to keep in touch with tho 
idetis and mothodH of tho loading niusi- 
citins of tho time. They should, above 
all, eo-o]ierato earnestly with tho efforts 
of the tetieher to insure jiainstakiug, in- 
telligeut practice by the jmpil. 

Tho value of a knowledge of music 
for tho male sos is not suffloiently com- 
prehended. A certain amount of music- 
al study aud^iictioo should bo insisted 
upon for boj^As well as for givly.. ' TJie 
writer of tlio forc^'oing advises in The 
American Art Journal that each uieiii- 
ber of afamily should acquire some skill 
upon a difforout insti-uuiout and that 
all should bo ablo to sing at sight and 
rightly use the singing voice. Tho va- 
riety of nnisic that would tlieii be possi- 
ble within the homo is obvious. Inslru- 
mental and vociil duets, trios, quartets, 
clioruses and various orchestral combi- 
utitions would bo practicable and nre 
more fraught with interest to tlio family 
as ;i wliole tliaii nolo perforuiauees bj 
one or iiion^ of its uienAhers.

Warm a jiint of milk, add :t cuiifnl 
of sugar, a table.spoouful of lard, one- 
fialf teaspoonful of salt, u yeast cake or 
one^-half of a cake of compressed yeast 
di.sHolved in a little warm water, two 
well beat-en eggs and flour eiiougli to 
mnko ;l rather tliin batter.

When ri.ien, knead into a loaf, adding 
Hour as for bread, liaise agai»i.

THE " MTniE-.MAUU " AllltIVE.S. 

With the announcement yesterday 
that the Miike-Maru, the pioneer ship of 
the Nippon Yuaen Kaiaha, had arrived 
at Seattle on Monday evening, great aa- 
tonishmentfell upon shipping men here, 
as all had understood that she would 
call at this port first. The big Japanese 
liner was given a right royal reception 
upon her urriviil at the C^ueen City of 
the Sound, the citizens turning out en 
masse with tiie curiosity of the boy who 
lirat saw a railroad train, and givitig the 
Bhi|) a welcome that well typified the 
restless energy of the (tity in ' its pursuit 
, of commercial prestige, etc., etc. 

Less than a week has passed since a 
public meeting was held in the City hall, 
presided over by tlio JIayor, for the os- 
tensible purpose of excluding Japanese 
(as well as Chinese) from cur city and 
province. la it any wonder tliat tlie 
Miike-Maru passed our port without 
touching. Our American cousins know 
a thing or two worth knowing and take 
good care to foster trade of all kinds. If 
any BUG h childish legislation should un- 
fortunately be jKisHcd, we can rest as- 
sured that our foreign trade will not de- 
velop as it ought to. The trade in flour, 
meal and feetl wliich is being done now 
to a moderate extent by our local mills 
will be lost instead of increased as there 
is every promise of its doing. Let us 
have freedom of trade with the Orient, 
and ofTer every inducement possible to 
the new Japanese eteamship line to call 
here inwards and outwards. Thia ia I 
am sure the earnest desire of the large 
majority of business men in the city and 
of Traob Extension.

When the steamship Danube arrived 
from the North on Saturday evening 
last, she brought as ft passenger Mr. J . 
MacDonald, the Hudson Bay trader at 
Babine, who is on a pleasure trip to 
Suotland. Babine is a place on the 
Skeeua, fifty miles beyond the forks of 
the river, and from it some of the best 
furs in British Columbia are secured. 
There the (jpring baa been very late in 
this year, and the fur business — idl'ect- 
ing mainly bear, beaver and martin 
skins— has been fairly good. 

Salmon, Mr. MacDonaUl says, have 
been twice as numerous at the" head of 
the Skeena as what they were at the 
mouth of the river, but thia ia a result of 
failure to net them at the latter place. 
It is a pity. Mr. MacD.onald considers, 
that some use could not be found for. the 
fish after they pass into fr^'sb^ater, for 
at Babine they are found dead'in great 
numbers along the shore, and are be- 
come a nuisance that cannot be easily 
remedied. .-It times attempts are made 
to abate the annoyance, hut the action 
of the water only makes the labor use- 
less. 

Mr. MacDonald was at Ilazelton at the 
time the mysterious balloon was suji- 
poaud to have passed over that village, 
and he corrects the general impression 
that the boy who reported the air ship 
was nn Indian lad. He says he was a 
white boy, and although he would not 
doubt for a moment his veracit}'. he 
thinks ho must have mistaken a oioud 
for a balloon. The Indians' later report, 
he says, is simply a concoction. 

There are large numbers of people 
docking into the Omineca country, and 
on the way down the Skeena en route to 
the Coast Mr. MacDonald met. Captain 
Black and his party bound uji stream in 
canoes. Captain Black's claim is on 
Germania creek and is very 
rich in gold. The mineral shows 
on the rock surface and dillers in this re- 
spect from the Forty-third Mining Com- 
pany's (of Ottawa) property, which Mr 
MacDonald pronounces lesa valuable. J. 
Lyons and ,]iin May have a good thin; 
on Tom creek in the way of placer dig 
gings, which they are askint' f'iO.OOOfor, 
havinir refused an oiler of ^30,000. At 
Vital oreek. Chinamen are making 
splendid earnings. Last year they 
bought a claim for y.,500, which they 
paid for in exactly one week. 

A new steamer, designed somewhat 
after the Hudson's Bay Company's 
Caledonia on the Skeena, is 
building at Soda Creek. She 
is intended to run from that 
place through a chain of lakes a ilistance 
of about 350 nnlee, to Tatla landing. At 
present there is no steamer doing eev 
vice in thoee waters, and only one has 
ever been known to run. The machinery 
for the new craft is, it is understood, 
building in Victoria and will be in place 
and the steamer running next spring 
This will facilitate travel greatly, but 
those going int ) the Omineca from t 
coast Mr. MacDonald would advise to 
take the C.P.R. route. He has been si 
years at Babine and intends returning 
to the place some time during the 
winter. 



OPENING UP KOOTENAY. 

Vice-President Shaughnessy Says the C. P 
R. Are CarefuUy Considering Existing 
and Frospective Requirements. 

MoNTitEAf,, Sept. 1.— (Special)— Vice- 
President Shaughnessy, of the C. P. R., 
speaking to-day of the need of railways 
to open up tlie new gold districts ol 
British Columbia, said: "The com- 
pany has not been indifferent to this 
matter, which has engaged for souit 
time past, and is still engaging our at- 
tention. We understand the neceaaity 
for the roads, hut at the aanie time we 
cannot be inditlerent to the difficulty 
and expense attendant upon tlieir 
construction. For aomo time jiaat 
the conditinna have not been 
favorable to the investment of a 
large sums of money in freah construe 
tiona. This has been the cause of the 
delay. We appreciate the need and tl 
question is still engaging the attention 
of the management. Just whether or 
not any active steps can be taken in the 
near future it is impossible to say. The 
inatterwill require careful considera- 
tion as the work is of an important char 
acter. There is no doubt that if tht 
linea were built they would be of vast 
advantatro in opening up coinniunica- 
tions and encouraging those who have 
invested their money. Tlie_^ company 
has not been indill'erent to the develop- 
ment of the gold mining industry of 
British Columbia, but t)efore putting 
our bands to work we need to see our 
way clear."

cent seizures in Behring Sea makes it 
clear how the misconcei)tiott arose as to 
the Victoria Beatrice being one of the 
unlucky craft. She is owned by Capt 
William Grant, of this city, but it is the 
Captain's other vessel in the Sea, the 
Ainoka— also commanded by a Capt. 
Heater, a brother of the master of the 
Beatrice — that has been placed under 
arrest. Capt, Grant was jnst congratu- 
lating himself that the lirat report had 
been erroneous, on the strength of the 
published measage from the skipper of 
the Jesaie, when the information came 
of the real position of affairs. This 
was contained in a letter from 
Capt. Bangs of the Aniei ican schooner 
,1. (i. Swan, which has returned to Seat- 
tle, her home.'port, also under seizure. 
The letter was mailed at Neali Bay and 
states that the Swan and Ainoka, as also 
the Vancouver Beatrice were seized by 
the Perrv on August 5, the American 
vessel being ordered home and the 
others instructed to report to U.M.S. 
Pheasant at Ounalaska. According to 
Capt. Bangs the trio were nt least (ifleen 
miles outbido the 60-iuile zone 
and the navigating instruments of the 
three veaeols corresponded exactly. The 
comniander of the Perry, however, con- 
tended that the schooners were all with- 
in prohibited >vatera, and thereupon 
placed all under deteution. Naturally, 
Capt. Bangs ia " hot " over this action 
and his letter to Capt. Ciriint concludes 
with coiii^ratulations on the latter being 
a Britiah aubjeci — an acknowledgment 
that the United States government does 
not treat its own .sealing subjects with 
fairness. This is the second time under, 
the same captaincy that the Ainqka<na8: 
been seized, and those knoiring Cap- 
tain Heater hardly think so cautious 
a navigator wjould break ■ ihe 
sealing regulations intentionally. When 
he tell into the bands of the Russians 
eoine lour years aao he was found not to 
be in fault and was liberated. The 
aehooner's expedition that year was, 
liowever, practically a failure in conse- 
(juence of the detention, and her hard 
luck will no doubt be .similar this year 
Her last aei/.ure could have been made 
for no legitimate cause whatever. Nev 
erthelesa the echooiier'a owners have to 
sutl'er. In Ins letter to Captain Grant 
Captain Bangs e.^preased the opinion 
that if the veasels had not arrived here 
yet they ha<l got ])ermission to continue 
hunting. Thia doubt Captain Grant at 
once set at rest, for yesterday he sent a 
telegram to Captain E. A, B^ymond, of 
the American schooner Jessie, the ves 
sel first reporting the seizure, and re- 
ceived in reply word that the Ainoka 
haii sailed for Victoria August 14. Ac- 
cording to thia the vessel should now be 
here. 

THE -MIIKE-MAUU'S CAHGO. 

The cargo of the steamship Miike 
Maru, winch arrived at Seattle on Mon- 
day, is summarized as follows: For 
shipment to New York, 272 packages of 
curioa, valued at .'f l:,'.'85, and 371 pack- 
ages of tea, containing 29,963 pounds 
$2,414; for Boston, 21 packages of curios, 
!f750 ; for St. Louis, 27 packages of curioa, 
.'i!253 ; for London, Canada, l.'iS packages 
of tea, containing 12,9SS pounds, $1,20S.- 
80; and for Seattle, 32-1 packages of tea, 
23 crates of bananas and one packaire of 
bamboo blinds. The lo.'uiing of the 
ship's outwnrel cargo commenced yeater 
day and it is expected that all will be 
ready lor the vessel's sailing by Satu 
day.

MAllINK NOTES. 

The big four-master sighted oif the 
Cape by the Miowera on Monday turns 
out to be the British shij) Live^-pool, 
bound to Tacoma for grain cargo. The 
vessel, whose registered tonnage is 3,440, 
is the largest sailing craft ever seen in 
Northern Pacific waters, her great size 
making her a marine curiosity worth 
seeing. 

The steamer Danube returned from 
Vancouver yesterday having discharged 
10,000 cases of salnion— the balance of 
the large cargo from the Northern can 
neries brought by the last trip. Thi 
salmon will be reahipped to Australia, 
and to-day the Danube will sail North 
again. 

, The Danish bark Tercera, Capt. Holm 
under charter to Kobert Ward &. Co., 
Ltd., t-o load salmon — in all probability 
on the Fraser— made the lioyal lioads 
under aail yesterday morning. She hails 
from Callao and reports a pleasant 
though uneventful trip of 48 days.

St. ALBAks, yt., Sept. 1.— Governor 
Merritt, of the liepublican state com- 
mittee, has is.sued a final bulletin for 
230 out of 245 towns, giving a Republic- 
an majority of 37,824. The remaining 
towns in 1S94 gave a Republican ma- 
jority of 1,101. With this majority 
added Mr. Merritt figures a majority of 
39,000 for the head of the ticket. The 
vote for governor in 181)4 was : "Wood- 
bury, Republican, 42,003; Smith, Demo- 
crat, 14,142; scattering, 740. Wood 
bury's majority, 27,781. 
Wjim: IttvEis JuNOTio.N, Vt., Sept, 2 
The Green Mountain state declared 
for Josiah Grout, Republican, of Derby, 
for governor yeatorday, and for the Re 
publican state ticket entire by a major 
ity that equalled the jirediction of the 
moat eonlident Republican managers. 
Returns from the distant towns are, aa 
usual, rather slow in coming in, but the 
counts in all sections show substantial 
Republican gains, indicating, that the 
majority for the Republican state ticket 
will be about 30,000, This is the largest 
majority ever given for a governor in 
thia state, the nearest approach to it 
being in 1888, when the majority was 
27,GS3. The Republican leaders claim 
the majority mav reach 35,000 iind even 
37,000. 

JJenry H. Powers, the Republican 
coiigresaional candidate in the First dis- 
trict, and William Grout in the Second, 
are both re-elected by increased majori- 
ties, and the state senate and house are 
in tlie control of the Republican party 
by ])ractically the aame majority as two 
years ago. 

The weather was fair and cool through- 
out the state, and brought out hundreds 
of Pcpublican voters who have not been 
to the polls in years. Practically the 
full Republican vo'.e was east. 

On the other hand the lack of organi- 
zation in the Democratic ranks was ap- 
parent. Many Democrats who do not 
indorse the Chicago convention platform 
remained away from the polls, while the 
more dissatisfied ones voted for the Re- 
publican ticket. The Populist and Pro- 
liibition vote was practically the same 
as four years ago. 

At IJrattleboro an extremely largo vote 
was polled, ■no election in years having 
created so much interest. Bennington 
reported that not since the sixties has 
there been audi a large registration, and 
reports from near-by towns were that 
the vote was very large. In Montpclier 
nearly the entire vote was cast early in 
the day, though check sheeta showed 
Ropiiblicans were voting faster than the 
Democrats. Both parties made a hard 
tight here, and reports from all over the 
county show unusually heavy polling. 

St. Jolinsbury had 500 votes cast at 
poon, against a" total of 764 in 1892, due 
fjartlv to line weather, but more directly 
to a sharp contest between the A. P. A. 
and citizens' candidates for the legisla- 
fc'nrb. 

The total vote of Hartford was ex- 
jjectcd to be nearly 800 against a total of 
470 four yeari? ago. It was expected 
that many towns in the state would 
show a vote very nearly double tbat of 
four years ago.

Important Speech Delivered by the Late 
Cbief Magistrate In Carnegie Hall, 
New York. 

The following is an extract from a re 
cent speech delivered in New York by 
Ex-President Harrison : 

I bIiuU apeak, my fellow citizens, as a 
Republican, but with perfect respect to 
those who hold differioK' opinion.

finance in this campaign ought not to 
expect that the Republican party will 
reorganize itself because the Democrntc 
party has disorganized itself. In the 
Republican party the Republican voters, 
if sound money iriumpha, aa I believe it 
will, must in the nature of the thing 
constitute the body of the successful 
army. We ought not, therefore, to be 
asked to do anything that will affect the 
solidity, the loyalty, the discipline, or 
the enthuaiasm of the Republican party. 

The Republican party fronta the de,- 
structioniata and trumpets its defiance 
to the enemies of sound money. It will 
light, however, without severing any of 
the glorious mottoes and inscriptions 
tliat are upon its banner.

The defence of 
thfe Constitution, of tlje integrity of the 
Supreme court of the United States, 
and of the President's powot and duty 
to enforce all of the laws of the United 
States without awaiting the call or con- 
aent of the governor of any State, is nn 
important and living issue in thia cam- 
paign. Tarifl'and coinngo will he of little 
moment if our constitutional govern- 
ment is overthrown. When we have a 
Preaidont who believes that it is neither 
his right nor his duty to see that the 
mail trains are not obstructed antl that 
inter-State commerce has its free way 
irrespective of State lines and courts, 
who fears to use our ancient and familiar 
iiower to restrain and punish law- 
breakerB, free trade and free silver 
will bo appropriate accompaniments of 
sucli an administration, and cannot add • 
appreciably to the national distiess or the 
national dishonor. There is only one rule 
by whicli we can live peacefully as a na- i 
tion or peacefully as citizens. It is the ' 
rule of the laws constitutionally enacted 
and finally interpreted hy the judicial 
tribunal appointed by the constitution. 
When it becomes the rule that violence 
carriea its end wo have anarchy, a con- 
dition aa destructive to honest labor and 
its rewards as death is to the tissues of •
